RATT TRIAL LEADS

Murphy and Nephew Men- 
tioned in Asphalt Scandal. 
Ex-Mayor McGuire of Sy- 
racuse Indicted--Has Fled. 


New York, November 24.—James K. 
McGuire, former mayor of Syracuse, 
N. Y., and partner with his brother, 
George H. McGuire, in the business of 
bonding state highway contractors, 
was indicted today on the charge of 
soliciting a campaign contribution 
from a corporation. 

McGuire is said to be either on his 
way to or already in South America 
Although a bench warrant was issued 
for him, the offense charged being a 
misdemeanor, is not extraditable and 
he can thwart the authorities as long 
as he remains cway. 

The indictment was based on testi- 
mony given before the grand jury by 
his brother and by Fillmore Condit, 
New York agent of the Union Oil com- 
pany, of California, that he had sought 
to obtain from the Union company a 
contribution of $5,000 in return for 
paving the way for the company to sell 
asphalt to the state of New York. Ac- 
cording to the testimony the McGuires 
were to get a commissien of 1 cent a 
gallon on all asphalt the state or state 
read contractors bought from the 
Union concern. 

“Boss” Murphy’s Name Mentioned. 

McGulire’s indictment preceded testi- 
mony at the John Doe inquiry this 
afternoon by which District Attorney 
Whitman sought to show that an ~~ 
fort had been made to bring influenc 
to bear on Condit not to implicate the 
party in testifying as to 
the alleged hold-up. The district at- 
called as a witness Arthur B. 
Chamberlain, of New York, an asphalt 
commission broker, who is “personally 
known,” Condit says, to Charles F. 
Murphy, leader Tammany Hall, and 
Charles F. Murphy, “Jr.,” the latter's 
nephew, who is a partner of George H. 
McGuire in the bonding business. 

Chamberlain was asked by the dis- 
if he had not called Con- 
dit up retently in regard to his ap- 
pearance before the grand jury and 
said to him: 

“You must not say that that $5,000 
contribution was payable to the demo- 
party. We want to remind you 
of the typewritten statement in regard

We are arranging things at 
that your products will be 
accepted. Now you treat us right and 
we will treat you right.” 

Chamberlain denied having made any 
such demand. He admitted having 
called Condit up, but said it was for the 
sole purpose of telling him that “we 
were arranging things at Albany so 
that the specifications would be fair 
and open to everybody.” 

Said He Was Going te Tammany. 

Condit said in his testimony to the 
district attorney that he told Chamber- 
lain of the McGuires’ efforts to hold 
him up in August of last year and that 
Chamberlain said to him: 

“IT don't believe that the McGuires 
were authorized to make any such 
offer. I am going up to Fourteenth 
street (Tammany Hall) and see about 
this.” 

Chamberlain was not asked today 
whether he had gone to Tammany Hall, 
put admitted having told Condit he did 
not believe McGuire had authority to 
collect for the democratic party. 
Guire’s purpose, he told Condit,. was “to 
open up a square deal for the asphalt 
companies.” 

Mr. Whitman was very anxious to 
know who Chamberlain meant b¥ “we 
when he said things were being ar- 
ranged at Albany. 

“Oh, the asphalt industry,” 
witness. “The Standard Oil company, 
the United States Asphalt company, 
Warner, Quinland & Co. and others.” 

Chamberlain denied having called up 
Yondit’s office yesterday and having

Eight Contractors Held Up. 

Eight more state highway contrac- 
tors tesetified today to sums they said 
they had contributed to the democratic 
State campaign fund in 1911 and 1912 
at the request of Everett P. Fowler, 
the alleged Tammany “bagman” now 
under indictment for extortion.

Often he uses his discretion to the limit 
to mitigate the situation. The trouble lies 
in the reasoning under which Atlanta's 
police court system and her police depart- 
ment was founded. We have been operat- 
ing upon the obvious fallacy that the po- 
lice court should, as nearly as possible, be 
self-supporting. We have also tolerated ar- 
rests for trivial causes, and then allowed 
the offenders to “pay out.” 

The method of fining semi-indigent of- 
fenders is weak because the burden falls 
on someone else. Too often, as Weltner 
shows, the wife and family of the individual 
gets in the clutches of the loan shark in 
an effort to save husband and father from 
the ignominy of stripes. Frequently, it 
costs the community, officially or unoffi- 
cially, several times as much to support 
the family of an indigent offender, while he 
is serving his sentence, than the amount 
originally imposed as a fine. 

The remedy lies, of course, in discrim- 
ination in arrests and prosecutions. The 
law must be broadened to permit the re- 
corder to let those guilty of frivolous of- 
fenses off with a warning or a reprimand. 
The probation officer must ,be given au- 
thority to parole minor prisoners and see 
that they observe the parole. The average 
officer of the law must be taught the prin- 
number of arrests he makes, but upon the 
ciple that his success is based not upon the 
peaceful conditions he maintains in the ter- 
ritory assigned him. It is cause for gratifica- 
tion that substantial progress is already 
being made to these ends.

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Constitution Classed 


As South’s First Paper 
By Journal of Labor 


“Changing Our Point 
of View,” the current issue of The Journal 
of Labor, edited by Jerome Jones, contains 
a strong editorial based upon a recent edi- 
torial in The Constitution. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Jones 
classifies The Constitution as “the chief 
spokesman of this section of the country.” 

The editorial follows: 

“Changing Our Point of View.” 


The Atlanta Constitution printed a sig- 
nificant editorial last Sunday. While dealing 
With the decadence of the stage, its philo- 
sophical writer sensed the import of the 
relation of his topic to the trend of the times 
and emphasized the changing attitude of the 
leaders of thought.

We are seeing the folly of crushing in- 
stead of reforming the criminal. We are 
finding a new community duty. to the sick. 
We are unfolding new functions in gov- 
ernment, rooting out the incompetents 
and the pretenders, and, to use slang that 
iS eloquent, ‘“four-flushers.” Our eco- 
nomic standards are shifting. Labor is 
coming more into its own. Capital is 
disciplining itself or being disciplined. 
No one knows just what will come of this 
era of change and remodeling, from which 
not one element in the whole composition 
of civilization is exempt.

And, thank God, they realized what was 
necessary to be done, and with unfaltering 
courage they set about doing it. The infinite 
pains, the hardships, the discouragements, 
the sacrifices by the pioneers of the labor 
movement as at present organized will never 
be known to mortal man. Not many of them 
are even known to the public at large by 
hame. And yet, how well they wrought. 
And how firm and strong a foundation they 
have laid for those who shall come after 
Liem.

Thanksgiving Turkey Stuffings 


The idea seems rather odd to most of us 
to roast a turkey wpthout filling it with a 
rich stuffing, yet many persons do this, claim- 
ing that the fowl has a superior flavor, and 
more juices, whem roasted without any ad- 
ditions. 

This is the way our turkey stuffing is 
prepared: a half a pound of bacon is put 
through the food chopper and mixed with 
stale crumbs broken in not too small pieces. 
The liver, heart and gizzard are chopped fine 
with the machine and all this is seasoned 
with salt, pepper, sage, thyme and summer 
savory. If the bread is 
quite dry moisten with 
cold water; hot ywater 
makes the bread pasty. 

Stuff the body with 
this, close the opening 
and truss it. Placeina 
covered pan with a pint 
of hot water, cook slow- 
ly at first. If an un- 
covered pan is used you 
must cover the breast of 
the bird with oiled 
paper to prevent its 
burning and baste fre- 
quently with hot water 
and butter. If a very 
brown coating is want- 
ed dredge with flour, 
brown it, baste and 
dredge again. Stuffed 
and baked in this way 
turkey surpasses itself. 

Few families will tol- 
erate novelty methods 
of dressing the Thanksgiving turkey, but if 
an appetizing change is wanted you will 
find it in chestnut stuffing; peel twenty-four 
Italian chestnuts and throw them in boiling 
water for ten minutes, remove the under skin 
now and simmer them in milk until they 
are tender. Have ready a tablespoon of 
minced parsley, two tablespoons of butter 
and a plentiful sprinkling of salt and pepper. 
Mash the nuts and mix in the other ingredi- 
ents. You may add a minced onion and a 
cup of sausage meat, or if you™prefer, a cup 
of minced veal. The meat may be omitted 
and a cup of diced celery used in its place. 
Let that be at choice. 

Oyster stuffing: Cut a dozen or more 
large oysters in pieces, the size of the turkey 
will determine for you about how many you 
will need. toll’ a half a pound of soda 
crackers and mix them with a pint measure 
of bread crumbs. Moisten with the ovster 
liquor and the yolk of an egg and one whole 
eZee. Put in the oysters and season with 
Salt, pepper and butter. Mix all together 
lightly with a large fork and fill into the 
turkey, but do not pack tightly, as that 
makes the dressing heavy and soggy. 

Potato stuffing: Mix a quart of mashed 
and whipped potatoes with a cup of sausage 
meat, a cup of nut meats, walnuts or but- 
ternuts are best, a teaspoon of salt, a dash 
of pepper, a tablespoon of mixed herbs and 
a cup of cracker crumbs. Moisten with a 
cup of cream and two beaten eggs. Spread 
the inside of the turkey with warm butter 
and stuff as usual.

Cook for twenty minutes, boiling all 
of the time, and then rub through a fine 
sieve until all of the pulp has been obtained. 
Cook again about ten minutes longer and 
then turn into a mold or fill the small molds, 
and set aside to cool. Two or three of the 
candied berries added to each little mold im- 
proves both appearance and taste. In candy- 
ing, use the proportion of water and 
sugar as for the jelly, putting the berries in 
the kettle first and pouring over the sugar 
and then the water and allowing it to boil 
slowly, covering for a few minutes. Uncover 
until tender and then take out and 
buttered paper.

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Various historians have given-a great 
variety of figures as to the number of Hugue- 
nots who left France after the famous Edict 
of Nantes was revoked, and it seems to have 
been impossible to tell how many loyal 
Frenchmen left their home when they were 
deprived of their religious liberty. 

The Edict of Nantes was signed by Henry 
IV on April 13, 1598. The document consist- 
ed of ninety-two patent or public articles and 
fifty-six secret or close ones. Owing to the 
difficulties and delays in registering the edict 
it was not published until a year after it had 
been signed by the king. It remained in 
force eighty-seven years or until it was re- 
voked by Louis XIV on October 22, 1685. 

In the statistical question as to the total 
number of Huguenot exiles, it is impossible 
to arrive at a certain result. and the range 
which calculation or conjecture has allowed 
to successive historians would make one 
pause before attempting a dogmatic solution. 

Besnage, a year after the recall of the 
edict, reckoned the emigrants above 150,000, 
The following year Jurieu raised the total 
above 200,000. Writing later Besnage found 
between 300,000 and 400,000. and this estima- 
tion was accepted by Sismondi. Lastly Vol- 
taire, followed in our own day by Hase, 
counted 500,000. 

These area few of the sober calculations 
and their mean will perhaps supply the ultfi- 
mate figure Limiers who seems to have 
Suessed at the figures, placed them at the 
extremely large number of 800,000. The only 
historian who professes to have pursued 
the inquiry in exact detail is Capefigue, and 
from his minute scrutiny of the cartons des 
generalities, as prepared in the closing vears 
of the seventeenth century, obtains a com- 
putation of 225,000 to 220,000. 

Such a figure must be accepted as the 
absolute minimum, for it was the plain in- 
terest of the intendants who drew up the 
returns to put all the*facts which revealed 
the folly of the king’s action to the lowest 
cipher. “Probably the best figures,” says 
Poole in his “History of the Huguenots,” 
“would be to place the exodus at at least 
one-fifth of the total IIuguenot society.
